THE above «ords of Chnst are 
* full of significance to those who 
understand the nature and treat- 
ment of the vine. 

The owner of vineries, who wishes 
them to be fruitful, bearing good; 
■heavy bunches of delicious grapes, 
must exercise great care. At one 
period the vine appears as a eoarse 
and Iifele9.t thing, but if a cut is 
made^in a rod, its life is uuiciUv dis- 
covered. This is when the vine is 
asleep. 

Necesauy to%df« 

^-One of the first things necessary 
i^lo scrape away all loose bark from ■ 
the_ rods, so that there can he no- 
hiding-place in which ctteaiies of the 
vine, in the form of-destnictivc in- 
sects, may Ir^dL- The tods must 
then be thoroughly saturated with a 
liquid which destroys all insect life 
and CEgs. Any holes which may be 
uii the rod must be sealed up with 
clay, and finally the rod must be 
painted all over with a mixture o£ 
elay, sulphur, and paiafin oil, or 
whatever apeoial paint .the gardener 
favours. 

_ This paint protects the vine, act- 
ing as armour against the foes which 
would otherwise injure its life. But 
*".= ca« of the vine does not end 
with the scraping ^nd painting. It 
needs plenty of- nourishment and 
copious waterings. If a vine is left 
to Itself, it producM an immense 
amount of useless wood. The sole 
value of the vine consists in its fniit- 
beanng qualities, and anything not 
csscntml to- this must lie remsv*-* 
Side-growths only retard Its hirf" 
«t development and sap its stren«h. 
The ^rdener therefore nips all side- 
growths away, and confines the 
energies of the vine to the fruit. 
Which ^onlinues to swill antiHt 
reaches the stoning period. 

This is a trying time for the vine. 
the purpose which Nature really 
"as at heart is to make a pctfct

In the fruiterers" windoirs 
one usually sees the berries hang- 
ing wjth a polished appearanS. 
They have lost their Moom in the 
process of handling, packing, and 
: moving about., Only in first-class 
-siiops, -where they can command a 
good pnce, does it pay theshop- 
Itafperto have the bunches so- prol 
tected that the bloom is preserved.

Now at each step in this treat- 
ment of the vme the spiritual les- 
sons are seifcevident.

Vice-Regal Sympathy 

His EKCclIcrtcy, Geiicrai Van 
Hentz, then GoYcrnor-Geiieral of 
the Dutch Indiea, showed himself a. 
^reat believer in our work and a 
warm sympathizer, several times 
receiving Licut.-Co]on«l Van Ros- 
Sum, who at that time was in com- 
mand of The Army's Duieh-Indiau 
Work, in private audience. 

On one of these occasions ihe 
Governor-General toEd the Colonel 
how his sympathy for The Salvation 
Army had first bctn won.

One 
day the conversation touched on the 
question oi servant girls' and the 
lady of the house recommended Jfrs, 
Van Hentz, if ever in need of a ser- 
vant, to apply to The Salvation 
Army Home, where she herself had 
oblaiDcd a thoroughly reliable 
young woman, whose work pleased 
her highly and of whom she knew 
that, when she was free she spent 
her time helping The Salvation 
Army doing good to others. ^

o£ oUr Dutch ■Rescue Hoittes, and_ 
her consbEftnt Christian life had 
thu^ greatly influenced the first te- 
presemativ* of Queen WilhelmHia, 



siippon can be relied upon. So that 
when from all sides pressing re- 
quests were made for The Army to 
start its Rescue Work for women 
among the European, population of 
jai-a, the only difficulty was to ob- 
tain Ofiicers experienced in that 
branch. 

The Colonel being on a vi-sit to

The case 
was that of a very young woman, 
wife of an officer in the colonial 
army, whose story ^vas an exceed* 
ingly sad one^ Other cases follow- 
ed, and presently a larger house 
was secured, which afforded accom- 
modation for fifteen cases.- Mrs. 
Van RossuJD thought that this 
would meet the requirements for 
some years, but after a period' of 
eighteen months it pr.oved toa snia)!, 
and a large, commodious huildtng 
just being vacated, which admirably 
suited The Army's' purpose,' it was 
hired and fitted up to accommodate; 
twenty-five.

THE VALUE OF BIRDS 

WITHOUT birds successful 
agrieulture would become im- 
possible and the deEtruction of the^ 
greater part of all vegetation would 1 
take place ' (says the New York^ 
",Sun'^). New York Sute now pays 
sn annual insect t^v of $10,000,000, 
and bii^da are the chief agents in 
keeping this tax from increasing 
yearly. 

As consumers of weed seed a 
Single" species, the tree sparrow, is 
estimated to eOnsume about 900 
tons in New York State each year. 
■The ravages of field mice and other 
rodenta are kept in check by hawks 
and Owls, and the farmer upon 
whose land a' hawb or owl 5ia>5 is 
Eaved upon an average $30 a year 
by each owl or hasvk. The dauiage 
done by some few species or birds 
to growjng ciops is more th^in off&ct 
by the benefits al their work in de- 
stroying insects, rodents, and weed 
seeds. 



SAVAGERY OF THE W£eD 

*i A WEED is a iv'tW plant, bred 
■*»-and trained lo struggle and 
fight for its CKiStcncc," sayi iliv 
"Rural New Yorker." 

"A cultivated plant has had much 
ot the fight taken out of it (lirough 
long j-ears of selecting and training 
it for useful ends. Nothing can re- 
main avvild fighter and at the same 
time excel in useful qualities. One 
quality must give way as the other 
advances. The origiial dog and woll 
were probatly much alike in chanc- 
ier. The modern lioHse dog, dwarf- 
ed in size and iraincd in gentle hab- 
its, must be protected trom ihe woli, 
or (he latter would eat him up. 

"In like manner, com or wheat or 
potatoes^ or root crops can never 
hold their own ngiiiust quack grass, 
ragweed, or rcdrooi. Left lo ihcni- 
sclves in such .t Etrugglc, the useful 
or 'cuhivatcd' plants are always 
swuinpL-d, The cuUivaivd yrassc;?, 
in a sour, ueglcctcd lawn or pasture 
give way to the weeds and poor 
grass, but put on lime and nitrogen 
and phosphorus, and llic hett«T 
grasses come back und occupy the 
land. This same thing runs all 
through life, for as plants or animals 
arc improved and made more useful 
through sefcction and cire, they 
must have higher eultnrc, better 
feeding, and more careful protec- 
tion. They are no longer figbfers, 
hut things to be defended aud fought 
for as the price of their improve- 
meijt," 



AMENDING CItlMINAL CODE 

IN a. Bill introduced by Hon. C J. 
Doherty, in the Dominion Parlia- 
ment recently, an important amend- 
fnent to the Criminal Code is pro- 
posed. Tlie first provision was to 
amend the existing section of the 
Canada Evidence Act so as to make 
the evidence of a wife admissible 
against the husband in prosecutions 
for non-support. 

The bill also proposed to fnrther 
stiffen the law with regard to the 
protection of employees and minors, 
i^nd provided severe penalties jor 
f^mployers or guardian^ taking ad- 
yantage of such persons.

MILITARY DOCTORS NEEDED 
THE CcatrsJ Medical War Com- 
•* mittce of Great Britain recently 
informed the liarl of Derhy, Sccrc- 
laryof State for War, that no mor* 
medical men are avarlable for army 
commissions without "seriously en- 
dangering ihc supply of doctors for 
the civil community," The commit- 
tee's announcement was made after 
a thorough canvass conducted hy it. 
Alembcrs of the committee ex- 
pressed the hope that the solution

HORSES IN WAR 

OVER n million horseii and a 
quarter of .i million mules have 
Ijccii used for war service by Great 
Britain alone :-inee the ivar began, 
Gcncml ti. T- M. Bridges, chief 
army representative of the British 
ComniisMon, said rcccntlv in New 
York:— 

"In the anillery branch of the ser- 
vice the horse is siill not only most 
u.seful, but ill many instances cannot 
be replaced by tractors, or motor 
vehicles of any type. Roads are 
liuilt when possiMc, but in the case 
of rapid advance teams of eight 
heavy draught artillery horses draw 
their guns over gmund that is abso- 
lutely impassable to any motor yet 
invented. 

"Th£ usefulness of the horse is 
not confined to artillery and cavalry. 
The pack horse, though occupying 
a more humble position, is none the 
less indispensable. Munitions, food, 
and water arc carried by him into 
regions where the motor cannot 
penctra Ic," 



POOD OFTEN WASTED 

THE British War Office drnws 
attention lo the wastage of food 
frt>m the dispatch by relations and 
friends of parcels containing food- 
stuffs to troops, more especially dis- 
tant forces. More than one-half of 
the parcels containing foodstuffs ar- 
rive quite unfit for consumption. 
Packages often are returned insuf- 
ficiently addressed or unknown, And 
these constantly are found to con- 
lain articles such as butter, eggs, 
sausages in varying states of putre- 
faction. 



SAVING THE CHESTNUTS 

NO chestnut tree in all SwitMr- 
land may be cut dor/n without a 
special permit, and such permits are 
not easily obtained (rcporia lliv £er- 
ner "Bund"), Tlie Federal Council 
issued th!s order, effective on March 
1st,. in connection with its campaign 
for the development of every pos- 
sible native source of food supply in 
view of the desperate situation due 
to the limitations of imports by the 
German submarine warfare and 
other causes connected with the 
world war.

FOOD CONTROL IN U. S. ' 

THE Uiuied Slates Food Control' 
Bill, recently passed hy the Sea* 
ate, gives enormous powers to the 
President ^or requisitioning war 
supplies. It also provides for Gov- 
ernment control of foods, feeds, 
fuels, fertilizer and tools, imple- 
ments and equipment used tn food 
production; a one-man food ad- 
ministration, and drastic penalties.^ 
against hoarding and specubtion. 

Other features are as follows: 
Presidential authority to buy and 
sell wheat. Sour, meals, tean^ aa^ 
potatoes at reasonable prices. Pro- 
hibition against the use of foods in 
whiskey-making and authority to 
the President, if he sees fit, to im- 
pose similar prohibition on beer and 
wine-making. An appropriation of 
$10,000,000 to enable the President 
to buy and sell fertiliser to farmers. 



RUSS RAILROAD SCHEMES 

THE ' Russian Government, ac- 
cording to a report of a Petro- 
grad correspondent oEa Pans paper, 
has elaborated a big project for the 
development of the Russian and 
Siberian TaiIroa.ds. Tile new s^em« 
contemplates the eonstmclion of an 
additional -lOjOOO miles of railroads 
at the rate ot 4j000 miles a year, oier 
a period of ten years. In connection 
viiih this plan the creation of acT- 
cral large Government steel plantu 
and special training estahlishmcats' 
is said to be necessary The work 
will be commenced at once after 
peace is declared.
